Postmaster Henry Heynen said 
3.331 copies were mailed to 
registered voters Saturday by 
first class mail. He said he did 
not know who mailed them. 


A picture of Mrs. Owen 
Known as Sally Stanford — 
appeared at the top between 
pictures of President John F. 
Kennedy and former ex-Presi- 
dcnt Dwight I). Eisenhower. 


The text gavp 10 reasons for 
a vote for Mrs. Owen. Below' 


was the facsimile signature of 
( owen. 


However, Cowen declared, 
“ 1 am not president and have 
nothing to do with the organiza­ 
tion." 


Furthermore, he said, he is 
backing Jan Paul Dvk and Paul 
Micou for oty council — not 
Mrs. (»wen. He admitted, how­ 
ever. tliat he had "signed a 
paper for Sally" when Mrs. 
Owen initially entered the city 
council race. 


Cowen. who lives at 21 At­ 
wood Avenue, said he would 
ask the United States district 
attorney and the Marin County 
district attornev to investigate 
the use of his name. He said 
he thought a federal statute 
might be involved because the 
letter was sent through the 
mails. He said he had turned 
the matter ever to his attornev,

Refrain From Criticism 


Once upon a time, before electronics 
and space exploration, a scientist was 
certain that the moon was inhabited. He 
decided it would be possible to establish 
communication with moonfolk. 
His plan was elementary— have every 
person on earth shout for 10 seconds. 
Kings and potentates took to the idea. 
One may have been Alexander the 
Great, then bemoaning lack of more 
worlds to conquer. 
Time was synchronized throughout 
our sphere so all could shout at the 
same time. Then came the count-down; 
then— silence. 
Recapitulation revealed that o n l y 
three people shouted; two Hottentots in 
Africa, and a deaf old lady. Everyone 
else chose to listen. They damned fail­ 
ure of the experiment to the extent of 
boiling the scientist in oil— even though 
thev had remained silent.

Both U.S., Latin America Censure 


Progress Alliance; Reasons Differ 


WASHINGTON' — The Al- 
liance for Progress, the last 
best hope of rescuing Latin 
America from the forces of 
chaos 
and 
communism, 
is 
right now being more cen­ 
sured than loved. 


It has tremendous poten­ 
tial. 
It decisively aligns the 
United States with social and 
economic reform, necessary 
and urgent. 


IT IS PREMATURE to talk 
about its success. 
That can 
be decided only when we are 
further down the road. Real 
issue is whether this vast en­ 
terprise in economic aid and 
self-help is getting off the 
ground. Candidly, at this stage 
AFP is a lovely blueprint; so 
painfully slow in coming to 
life that many wonder wheth­ 
er it will be able to do its 
work in time. 
The Latin American gov­ 
ernments almost unanimously 
declare Washington dilatory 
in establish.¡ng policies and 
administering m a c h i n e r y . 
Washington blames the Latin 
American governments f o r 
not taking even the first steps 
towards reform they agreed 
must accompany the Alliance. 


THERE 
ARE 
extenuating 
circumstances. 
Fowler Ham­ 
ilton, head of the AID agency, 
found his organization well- 
equipped to manage a techni­ 
cal assistance program but 
poorly equipped to manage a 
loan and development pro­ 
gram. 
It is understandably 
taking him time to recruit 
staff and establish p o l i c y 
guidelines 
Many Latin American coun­ 
tries have been slow in pro­ 
viding basic economic infor­ 
mation without w hich the U.S. 
cannot possibly approve de­ 
velopment projects. 
A l s o , 
there is d e e p resistance in 
much of Latin America to be­ 


ginning reforms to which the 
governments are committed. 


This last fact puts a diffi­ 
cult but urgent decision in 
the laps of American policy­ 
makers: Should Latin Ameri­ 
can countries receive AFP aid 
only after they have com­ 


pleted 
internal 
reforms 
or 
should emergency aid be pro­ 
vided as the necessary stim­ 
ulus to such reform? 


The U.S. answer to this 
question is taking shape, 
i 
expect it will be along these 
lines: 


ALL-THE-WAY internal re­ 
form will not be as manda­ 
tory. 
Some projects which 
will help promote reform by 
Improving the political cli­ 
mate will almost certainly be 
approved. 
But then will come the real 
test of whether the Alliance 
is going to be courageously 
administered. 
That will be 
over our willingness to hold 
back AFP loans from any 
country in which internal re­ 
form is not moving ahead.

Second Bridge 
To Treasure Isle 


EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
Due in large part to the in­ 
adequacy of its approaches 
from both San Francisco and 
M a r i n County, the Golden 


Gate Bridge cannot handle 


peak-hour 
commute 
traffic 
now, nor will it be able to in 
the future. Each month, the 
problem of getting to work 
w’ i t h i n a reasonable time 
grows worse. 
However, with a substan­ 
tial. permanent reduction in 
Northern Marin's commuter 
traffic on the Golden Gate 
Bridge, Southern Marin com­ 
muters would again be able to 
enjoy the bridge, rather than 
be angered by it. 
And this 
would reduce urgency for a 
rapid transit system for some 
years to come. 


Since 90 per cent of Marin’s 
population lives within a five- 
mile radius of Marin General 
H o s p i t a l , and most of the 
county’s improved residential 
property lies north of San Ra­ 
fael, present and future need 
for a rapid transit system to 
serve Northern Marin, plus 
southern parts of Napa and 
Sonoma counties seems ob­ 
vious. 


With this in mind, it might 
be worthwhile for transporta­ 
tion experts to study feasibil­ 
ity of a bridge from a San 
Francisco terminus north of 
the present Bay Bridge to a 
Treasure I s l a n d terminus, 
well north of where the Bay 
Bridge meets Treasure Island. 
This would connect with a 
causeway or land barrier, ru n ­ 
ning due north from Treasure 
I s l a n d to Point Richmond; 
connecting with the San Ra- 
fael-Richmond Bridge. 
The latter bridge, together 
with the proposed bridge and 
causeway could carry rapid 
transit 
facilities 
to service 
Northern Marin and southern 
Napa and Sonoma counties. 
They could also carry vehicu­ 
lar traffic between San Fran­ 
cisco and Northern Marin as 
well as traffic between San 
Francisco and the Richmond- 
Berkelev area. 


depth shoals to 15 feet or less 
would 
be decided by engi­ 
neering studies. 


A large percentage of Nor­ 
thern Marin commuters are 
employed in San Francisco's 
financial district. 
Thus, the 
distance to San Rafael and 
Northern Marin is comparable 
to the distance of the present 
travel route. But even by car, 
it should take much less time. 
A minimum of 15 minutes is 
now required between the fi­ 
nancial district and Golden 
Gate plaza during commute 
hours. It would be about 10 
miles from the Embarcadero 
to the Richmond terminus of 
t h e 
S a n 
Rafael-Richmond 
Bridge under the proposed 
route. 
Splitting Marin's commuter 
traffic between the Golden 
Gate Bridge and this suggest­ 
ed route would relieve San 
Francisco and Marin conges­ 
tion. It should also provide a 
m e t h o d of bringing rapid 
transit into Northern Marin 
and southern Napa and Sono­ 
ma Counties. 
At such time as the San 
Rafael-Richmond Bridge traf­ 
fic approaches capacity, con­ 
struction of a second bridge 
between Point San Pablo and 
Point San Pedro should be 
considered.

Invent Liberty

5’ o u 
recently 
published 
another of a series of articles 
by Dr. Richmond Barbour in 
which he unholds his belief 
that our children should be 
taught in our schools to be 
fanatic patriots, rather than 
citizens of the world. 
There are other statements 
of persons concerned with 
education to consider. Gray­ 
son Kirk, President of Colum­ 
bia University, is quoted as 


saying: 
“Our greatest obli­ 
gation to our children is to 


prepare them to understand 
and to deal effectively with 
the world in which they will 
live and not the world we 
have known or the world we 
w-ould prefer to have.” 


James P. Warburg, a for­ 
mer banker who was in charge 
of American propaganda poli­ 
cy in the European theater in 
World War II, makes the point 
that our educational system 
and our emphasis on “Ameri­ 
canism” was developed dur­ 
ing a period in our history 
when unrestricted immigra­ 
tion caused a desire on the 
part of both the older in­ 
habitants and the newly ar­ 
rived to w eld themselves into 
a cohesive group. This was in 
a time when we were virtual­ 
ly self-contained and had lit­ 
tle involvement in world af­ 
fairs. 


But now, he says, “when 
t h e destiny of the United 
States is inextricably involved 
in that of other nations, when 
all nations are becoming more 
and more interdependent, and 
when peace has become indi­ 
visible, the aim of our edu­ 
cational system should be not 
merely to create good Ameri­ 
cans, but to create responsi­ 
ble citizens of the world.” 


It might be well for us to 
remember that we Americans 
did not invent the idea of 
liberty, and that we are in­ 
debted for much of our vigor 
to a blending of the differen­ 
ces which have come to us 
from 
individuals 
of 
many 
nationalities. 


If our nation, composed of 
persons of English. French, 
Scandinavian, Russian, Chi­ 
nese, Japanese, Italian, Afri­ 
can, Spanish, German origin 
can become a strong and com­ 
patible group, why cannot we 
encourage the world commu­ 
nity to do the same and take 
equal pride in the accomplish­ 
ment?
